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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 7, 10-11, 13. 17-19 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Goolcharan et al., US 6,064,422. 

In considering claims 1, 7, 10-1 1, 13, 17-19, 21 and 24 

Goolcharan discloses a video switching which includes a 16x16 cross matrix switch (16 
inputs/16 outputs), (Fig 2) where the switch includes bus interfaces (18,20,22,24 and 26) which 
interfaces with a computer (interface device). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-6, 8-9, 12, 14-16, 20 and 22-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Goolcharan et al, US 6,064,422. 
In considering claims 2, 8, 12 and 20, 
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However, Goolcharan does not explicitly recite the use of helmet display devices. 

Goolcharan does disclose the transmission/reception of signal which are used for 
interactive multimedia networks. Thus since the use of virtual reality environments, games 
which utilize equipment (such as helmets) fall into an interactive system, the examiner takes 
"OFFICIAL NOTICE" regarding the use of a Helmet being coupled to a switch to 
display/receive an input, since the use of such especially in an interactive gaming environment 
would have an obvious modification to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

In considering claims 3-6, 9, 14-16 and 22-23, 

However, Goolcharan does not explicitly recite the switch constructed according to the 
PMC formfactor on single circuit board where the interface is adapted to connect to a PCI 
databus. 

Goolcharan discloses a system which includes and interface/bus/switch in selecting a 
desired input and desired output. 

However, it is known to design a system as recited in the claims above, as disclosed by 
the applicant defined by IEEE 1386. 1 specification. 

Therefore, it would have been clearly obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to modify/utilize in Goolcharan which discloses a switching interface bus 
system, by implementing the system in a known method such as IEEE 1386. 1 which has already 
defined such a system. 

The motivation for doing so would allow the designer to utilize a standard/system which 
has already been defined — eliminating/reducing the need to design such a system/standard.
